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The Speed And Direction of Ghosts.

A very large proportion of ghost 
s‘ories, when they ccme to be careful 
ly examined, prove to have no more 
bi-is in truth than has an average 
Tribune political table. There is, how 
‘ever, one variety of ghost story which 
claims respectful attention. It usual- 
ly rans as follows: A person sitting 
alone in his room sudden y sees the ap- 
paritiow wf ao absent friend. Ha notes 
the precise time, and a few days later 
learns that the absent friend died at 
that exact hour and minute. Incidents 
of this kind have —— — many 

vas of such uuimpeachable veraci- 
ty thet it is very difficult to doubt 
them. They have happened too often 
to be explained as singular cojaci 
dences, and unless we boldly assume 
that in.all cases the persons thus vis- 
ited by alleged ghosts were either de 
ceived or deceivers, we must admit 
that this particular type of ghost 
story 1s worthy of belief. 

There is one remarkable feature in 
all this apparition of ghosts who are 
understood to come straight from the 
death-bed of their bodies to visit their 
distant and surviving friends. The 
apparently make no allowance for di 
ferences of longitude. A ghost, for 
example, appexrs to a person in New 
York at, say 9 o'clock oo the 10th of 
Jane, and the pers n subsequen:ly 
learns that the ghost in question left 
its body in London at 9 o'clock on 
the same night. Nov, in point of 
fact, when itis 9 o'clock r. M. in 
London it is about 4 o'clock r. ux in 
this city, and when it is 9 o'clock r. 
M in New York it is about 2 o'clock 
a. X. in London. It is hence evi- 
dent that a ghost who died in London 
at 9 o'clock in the evening by London 
time presents himself here at 9 o'clock 
by New York time, that ghost has ap- 
parently been about five hours in 
crossing the Atlantic. If he haa 
made the journey at the electr'c rate 
of speed at which ghosts are popular- 
ly believed to travel, he would have 
arrived here at 4 o'oclock in the after- 
noon by our tine. As he did not, it 
is clear that his rate of travel is pre- 
cisely that of the earth's revolution 
on its axis. In other words, th- 
ghost has not traveled at all, Uut has 
simply poised himself ia the London 
atmosphere and waited until New 
York came around. This is a fact, 
the importance of which cannot be 


overesiimated by students of ghosts pl 


and their habits.
